PNOMPENH. Cambodia (U PI) 
— Prince Norodom Sihanouk of 
Cambodia said Monday that if the 
United States and the W estern 
Allies could not protect his coun­ 
try's borders and guarantee its 
neutrality he might appeal for 
help to Communist China or Rus­ 
sia. 
The prince said at a news con­ 
ference that he was tired of “ very 
friendly, very sugary letters." 
Norodom 
Sihanouk apparently 
was referring to an exchange of 
letters with President Kennedy 
and Prim e Minister Harold M ac­ 
millan of Britain on his proposal 
for an international conference to 
recognize 
Cambodia’s 
interna­ 
tional rights. 
Kennedy said he felt “official 
letters" from interested countries 
in support of Cambodia's indepen­ 
dence would be more effective 
than a conference. "I should be 
glad to w rite such a formal let­ 
ter for the United S utes." Ken­ 
nedy said. 
The text of (he President's let­ 
ter was released Monday in W ash­ 
ington. 
Norodom Shihanouk suggested 
the W estern powers should give 
Cambodia the same guarantees 
they gave neighboring Laos. He 
said that if a workable solution 
cannot be found. Cambodia "in 
the last extrem ity" would appeal 
for "Chinese and Soviet g arri­ 
sons.” 
The prince said Cambodia had 
been able to increase its arm y by 
only 550 men "because of lack of 
money.” 
"We can try another w ay,” he 
said. "But I do not want to get 
any more very friendly, very sug­ 
ary letters' saying they'recognize 
and respect' my country. I want 
respect but I also want guaran­

ondary importance. Many social 
agencies exist to adjust a pupil to

On the other hand, there is 
only one agency set up by our so­ 
ciety to teach specific, organized 
and 
systematic 
subject 
matter 
This agency is the school. 
Thus, while the school does have 
a responsibility in the field of life 
adjustment, this should be an out­ 
growth of its primary function: 
The teaching of specific subject 
matter. 
Richardson—The 
pendulum 
of 
educational philosophy is swinging 
in a return to a stronger focus 
upon the basic and fundamental 
components of an education: The 


informally labeled 3 R's. With this 
direction of mo\ement, I am in 
complete accord. 


The demands of our times re­ 
quire students who can not only 
read, write, and spell well, but 
who can also reason and think for 
themselves 
in 
a 
complex 
and 
changing world. Let us educate 
for excellence and survival, and 
leave behind us the errors and ex­ 
cesses of "progressive education’’ 
and education for "Life Adjust­ 
ment.” 
2—(A) Would you add any sub­ 
ject to the list of those now legal­ 
ly required in the schools? (B) 
Would you drop any? 
(A) Rafferty—Yes. Economics in 
the senior high and world geo­ 
graphy in the ninth grade. 
(B ) Rafferty—I ’d certainly like 
to get rid of some of the legal 
requirements in the field of cur­ 
riculum. 
Things 
like 
"humane 
treatment of animals'' and "super­ 
vised play” now made mandatory 
by legislative action should have 
no place in California curriculum. 
(A and B) Richardson—The im­ 
portant thing is that the school 
curriculum be kept up to date. We 
should never close the door on 
changes in these rapidly changing 
times. For example, rapid increase 
of knowledge in physics and chem­ 
istry require major modifications 
of high school courses in these 
subjects. 
Grade 
placement 
of 
subjects 
should also change. Calculus and 
analytical geometry are moving in­ 
to the high school: geometry into 
the elementary grades. This I ap­ 
prove and would support. 
I would use the influence of my 
position to do four things with re­ 
spect to the changing needs of 
the curriculum:

both key scientists in the develop­ 
ment of the atomic bomb, began 
recruiting a small band of young 
physicists. 
The purpose of the facility, in 
the words of the AEC, was "to 
form a nuclear weapons laborato­ 
ry to help cope with the prob­ 
lems 
involved 
in 
maintaining 
American superiority in nuclear 
deterrence.” 


The weapons research program 
now constitutes about one half of 
the laboratory’s efforts. 
Almost 
everything about the program is 
classified. 
But on Dec. 1, 1960, the labora­ 
tory broke its traditional secrecy 
and announced that 
it had de­ 
signed and developed a unique 
weapon of modem warfare: The 
warhead for the deadly Polaris, 
the submarine-borne missile that 
now 
provides 
added 
protection 


against another Pearl Harbor. 


The laboratory also directs two 
key explosives testing projects: 
A non-nuclear facility 
some 15 
miles 
from Livermore, 
and its 
permanent test group at the atom­ 
ic proving grounds in Mercury 
Nev. 


It does research in nuclear pro­ 
pulsion and has also contributed 
to Project Plowshare, the program 
designed to use nuclear explosives 
for excavation, mining, generat­ 
ing power and producing water 
in arid areas. 


One of the least publicized but 
most far-reaching programs un­ 
der way at Livermore is Project 


Sherwood, an ambitious attempt 


to provide almost limitless energy 
through controlled thermonuclear 


fusion.

Owner- 
sbip is evenly divided between private enter­ 
prise and tbe public. The bill passed the. 
House by a vote of 354 to 9—a margin rarely 
equaled in our legislative history. But a small 
group, claiming “giveaway”, prevented the 
Senate from expressing its desire for a pro­ 
longed period of time and. also, brought Sen­ 
ate business to a standstill. 
If this is “liberalism,” in any recogniza­ 
ble sense of an ancient and honorable word, 
tbe world is upside down. What is 'liberal" 
about attempting to m ale tbe views of a tiny, 
bitter minority take precedence over those of 
the vast majority? 
What is 'liberal" about an effort to so­ 
cialize a venture which, in all likelihood, will

“And amid all these voices there is a 
cry that the. American way of life is on its 
way to decline and fall. 
"I do not believe it.” 
This sturdy denial . . . came from Her­ 
bert Hoover in a speech at the dedication 
of the Hoover Presidential Library at West 
Branch, Iowa. 
The words of the former president . . . 
reflected the devotion of a man who reaf­ 
firmed his mvn faith in the country by saying: 
'The word America carries meanings 
which lie deep in the soul of our people. It 
reaches far heyond the size of cities and fac­ 
tories, It springs from our religious faith, our 
ideals of individual freedom and equal op­ 
portunity, which have come in the centuries 
since we landed on these shores. It rises 
from pride in great accomplishments of our 
nation and from the sacrifices and devotion 
of those who have passed on, It lifts us above 
the ugliness of the day. It has guided us 
through even greater crises in our past. And 
from these forces solutions will come again.” 
Can any American fail to respond to 
this country’s creed so masterfully stated? 
Can anyone deny the greatness of the man 
w ho so speaks? . . . 
Here, speaking in the Iowa village where 
he was born, was a man whose efforts in 
behalf of humanity are known around the 
globe. As Mr. Hoover noted, he can count 
50 nations with which be worked—“I was 
not a tourist; I worked with their people.” 
Famine, the aftermath of war, recon­ 
struction, negotiations for peace — these were 
Mr. Hoover’s tasks but today there is no 
peace and, said Mr. Hoover; "From all this 
experience and now as tbe shadows gather 
around me, T may be permitted to make an 
observation and offer a course of action." 
Then came the former president’s as­ 
sertion that the time has come for a new 
appraisal of the United Nations. The UN 
has failed, Mr. Hoover said, "to give us even 
a remote hope of lasting peace. Instead, it 
adds to the dangers of wars which now sur­ 
round us.”

The foundations for this organiza­ 
tion have already been laid by the 40 na­ 
tions who have taken pledges in the five 
regional pacts to support each other against 
aggression." 
What will be the public reaction to Mr. 
Hoover's proposal for a new "Council of 
Free Nations,” not to replace the UN hot 
to act to preserve world peace when the UN 
is prevented from taking action? 
Probably there will be considerable sup­ 
port for the Hoox er idea. The' UN has had 
fine support in America in the high hope 
that so long as men talked, they could not 
fight. But the UN's potential is cut down 
by refusal of members to share the financial 
burden of operation, by constant Russian 
vetoes, by continuing threats o f the Commu­ 
nists, New member nations, which demand 
and receive help from the United States be­ 
cause they cannot support themselves, are 
given voting power out of proportion to their 
abilities to participate in all avenues of UN 
activity. 
The memories of UN ineffectiveness re­ 
main fresh in American minds. The spec­ 
tacle of an angry Russian pounding a desk 
with his shoe, and evident fact that some of 
the so-called "neutrals” are playing America 
off against the Communist bloc, are not easy 
to accept. Nor can the United States continue 
much longer to dole out billions in foreign 
aid . . . 
While some will not agree with Mr. 
Hoover's thesis that the UN cannot be made 
to serve the cause of peace, they must con­ 
cede that in his speech at W est Branch, he 
faced the problem realistically. And once 
again he demonstrated his great love for 
America and his faith in its people. 


—Topeka Kan, Capilal-lnnrnal 


Working Example of Coexistence 


WASHINGTON — Coexistence, 


or "doing business with the Rus- 


lians," is not a popular subject 


on which to take an objective 


viewpoint, but such a viewpoint 


should not be treated as heresy. 
We owe it to our own morality

perfidy where they exist, and 
to acknowledge them as oppor­ 
tunities for honest competition. 
In professional journalism, all 
of us coexist with Tass. the Rus­ 
sian 
telegraphic 
news 
service, 
which 
keeps 
a 
large staff in 
Washington, New York and in 
nearly every country where it is 
perm itted to operate. 
Tass. like every other enter­ 
prise in Soviet Russia, is a gov­ 
ernm ental 
agency, 
and 
is at­ 
tached directly 
to 
the 
Soviet 
Council of M inisters. As such, 
Tass is required to register with 
the Justice Departm ent as the 
agent of a foreign government. 
As such, too, it has been investi­ 
gated by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities and 
by the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee. 
without 
dam­ 
aging 
disclosures 
for 
several 
years. 
T ass's dual personality, as a 


practicing news medium and a 
Communist governmental agen­ 
cy, is well and skeptically treat­ 
ed in a new book, “The Two 
Faces of Tass,” by Theodore E. 
Kruglak, formerly chairman of 
the journalism departm ent and 
later vice president and provost 
of Long Island University. 
The author finds that Tass def­ 
initely operates in Russias's self­ 
interest, as would be expected, 
and that 
there 
are 
instances 
where 
the reporters have not 
been above doubling as secret 
agents for their country, much 
as American reporters have oc­ 
casionally done. But he finds a 
great deal of evidence to sus­ 
tain 
this 
general 
opinion 
that 
Tass is a legitimate news medi­ 
um. that in the post-Stalin period 
its objectivity has increased ra­ 
ther than otherwise and that we 
all stand to benefit by the flow 
of information am ong the three 
separate 
worlds 
of 
freedom, 
Communism and neutrality. 
The present menace 
(always 
subject to change without no­ 
tice) is that Tass is a subsidized 
enterprise 
in 
competition with 
profits - seeking enterprises on 
our side. This is beginning to 
m atter because Tass and other 


Soviet news m edia are in a peri­ 
od of vast expansion, and be­ 
cause scores of small newspa­ 
pers 
in Latin America. Africa 
and Asia get the Tass dispatches 
for nothing. 
Latin America, 
long dominat­ 
ed in coverage b y U.S. media, 
is getting Russian-oriented cor­ 
respondents in increasing force. 
There has been a two-man Tass 
agency in Havana since Castro 
arrived. 
Tass 
correspondents 
throughout Latin 
America 
are 
fluent in Spanish and lile their 
copy 
in 
that 
language. 
Since 
195*. Tass has established bur­ 
eaus in all the sub-Sahara Afri­ 
can countries w here the Soviet 
Union 
has 
political 
interests, 
concentrating 
its 
coverage 
in 
the Guineas, G hana and the Con­ 
go. Tass dispatches are distribut­ 
ed at no cost in ju st about every 
nation where this is permitted, 
sccording to Mr. Kruglak 
All this is cause for concern, 
but not for despair. The fields 
in which free w orld journalism 
can and must com pete are still 
wide open — speed, promotion 
and quality. The world is still

District, has- been putting a few 
articles 
in

that indicate m isinform ation. 


The original intent of the dis­ 
trict was to include the 
area 
recently annexed 
in the 
flood 
control 
as well 
as 
the 
w ater 
district. However, due to pres­ 
sure 
brought 
to 
bear by 
the 
County Flood 
Control 
D istrict 
there apparently was a change 
of mind. 
It would be most interesting to 
learn just what county code is 
referred to as making adequate 
the w ater system 
in question. 
A normal, operating w ater dis­ 
trict has its own specifications 
which are generally more rigid 
than the minimum requirem ents 
of the county. 
This 
committee 
quoted 
the 
m anager of the district as refer­ 
ring to an oil lubricated well— 
this is different, to say the least. 
Reference is m ade to the ade­ 
quate 
fire protection 
facilities. 
It would appear that if the m an­ 
ager would write a letter to the 
fire department, stating the pos­ 
sibilities of 
w ater 
availability 
and the conditions of said sys­ 
tem. rather than to a local citi­ 
zen who knows very little in re­ 
gard to fire fighting, it would 
be much better public relations. 
Some of the staiem enls have 
been made because wrong infor­ 
mation was obtained to s t a r t 
with, and by the tim e other in­ 
formation is added to this by 
parties who are not fam iliar or 
qualified, the end result is some­ 
what sad. It appears to be eas­ 
ier for a few to put out bad in­ 
formation than the tell the truth. 
The most im portant item con­ 
cerning the above - mentioned 
District acquiring the N o r t h 
Palm Springs area is never men­ 
tioned by this committee. 
In my opinion, the most im­ 
portant 
item 
is 
the 
economic 
picture that would affect every 
taxpayer and w ater user in the 
area for many years to come. 
The amount of money being 
paid for the Rancho Ramon Wa­ 
ter system is reported to be $2,­ 
060.084.42. Due to the fact that 
there are 1.200 sendees in the 
entire system and 400 services 
being served with w ater devel­ 
oped in North Palm Springs, the 
pro rata cost of the system be­ 
ing served from 
North 
Palm 
Springs is $686.692.80. 
The 
method 
of 
paying 
for 
this system is $2.25 per service 
per month. This amount is add­ 
ed to the operational cost. There­ 
fore, it is evident the total cost 
of each and every user will be 
m ore than a normal operation. 
The initial cost per service is 
$1,716.73. 
It 
is 
an 
established 
fact that a modern w ater system 
in all respects can be installed 
for $300 per service. A modern 
w ater system has adequate size 
m ains, fire hydrants, and ade­ 
quate storage. The sum of $1.­ 
716.73 represents over s e v e n 
tim es the amount it would cost 
for a system that would last at 
least 15 years 
At the rate of $2.25 per month 
p er service, it will take approxi­ 
m ately 80 years to pay for our 
pro rata share of the cost. In 
the meantime, it will be neces­ 
sary to replace the present sys­ 
tem and provide for adequate 
storage. 
The persons using the water 
are the people who pay for this 
type 
of 
an 
arrangem ent. 
Not 
only that, but the people paid 
for the system at the time they 
purchased their property. 


It is reasonable to believe, aft­ 
er 
the above facts are taken 
into consideration, the commit­ 
tee would take a dim view of 
passing out further information 
that is contrary to tbe foregoing 
facts.

district 
has 
said many tim es there would not 
be any representative from this 
area on the governing board. A 
taxation without representation.

SANFORD CHALKS UP NO. 20 


Giants Use Fast Track 


To Bury Dodgers, 7-3 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
Dodgers finally goi ihe Giants at 
Chavez Ravine with its rock-hard 
infield, but the results were no 
different from those at Candle 
stick Park and its water-logged 
infield. The Giants won. 
San Francisco overcame the in­ 
field dirt, light smog and a 10- 
game jinx to defeat Los Angeles, 
7-3, Monday in the opener of 
their big four-game series. If was 
the first Giants victory in Los 
Angeles in 11 games and moved 
them to within 2*4 games of the 
first-place Dodgers. 
After the Giants swept the 
three - game series between the 
clubs three weeks ago at San 
Francisco, the Dodgers yelled 
murder. The gist of their argu­ 
ment was the Giants soaked the 
dirt part of the infield and left 
the grass part unkempt in order 
to overcome the Los Angeles ad­ 
vantage in speed. 
Dodger first baseman Ron Fair­ 
ly, said, tongue in cheek, that he 
needed boots to play his position. 
Dodgers shortstop Maury Wills 
was more vehement about the in­ 
undated infield—and was ejected. 
Sanford Wins 20th 
But to a man. Los Angeles 
swore it would be different at 
Dodger Stadium. It wasn’l. 
The Dodgers didn't get on base 
enough to use their speed. Jack 
Sanford stymied them on eight 
hits to become a 20-game winner 
for the first time in his seven- 
year major league career. And 
old nemesis Willie Mays—even 
though he was batting just .188 


for the past two weeks—slammed five and didn't walk a man, 
his 42nd homer of the season with 
two men on base. Tom Haller 
also belted a solo homer for the 
Giants. 
"We’r# not going to keep clubs 
like the Giants from winning here 
forever,” philosophized Los An­ 
geles manager Walt Alston after 
San Francisco had won its first 
game in six tries at Dodger Sta­ 
dium in 1962. 
“ But they’ve got to take all four 
games of this series to hurt us 
real bad. And they won’t do 
that." 
Alston hopes rookie Pete Rich- 
ert (4-3) makes sure "they won't 
do that" when he pitches against 
the Giants tonight in the second 
game of the scries. A cautious Al­ 
vin Dark chose Billy Pierce (13­ 
4) to pitch for San Francisco. 
Giants Need Three 
Dark, while pleased with his 
club's win, emphasized the Giants 
must take at least three of the 
four games. A split, of course, 
would leave San Francisco 3*4 
games behind Los Angeles—ex­ 
actly where it siarted Monday. 
Dark said before the game he 
had nothing to do with the Gi­ 
ants’ watering the Candlestick in­ 
field. and then took a verbal shot 
at the Dodger Siadium dirt, call­ 
ing it “the brickyard.” However, 
after the game he would not com­ 
ment on what effect, if any, the 
field had on play. 
“We have been playing real 
good ball against the contenders,” 
Dark said. 
Sanford (20-6) who struck out 


called the victory "the best game 
I ever pitched.” He clarified his 
statement by saying it was the 
most meaningful game he had 
pitched. 
Tommy Davis got three of the 
eight hits off Sanlord, including a 
double and triple to raise his bat 
ting average to .342. Davis scored 
two of the three Dodger runs, 
Mays' three-run blast into the 
left field seats boosted the Giants 
into a 4-1 lead in the third in­ 
ning. San Francisco added two 
more in the fourth. Then Haller 
powered his 12th homer of the 
year in the fifth inning, to close 
out the Giant scoring. 
Stan Williams, who gave up six 
runs and six hits—"He didn’t 
have his stuff and ht didn’t have 
his control,” said Alston—worked 
3 2-3 innings and was charged 
with bis 10th loss against 12 wins.
